William Richardſon's CASE again# George Durdant, for Lands

7n Staines and Stanwell, in the County of Middleſex. 


Obert Durdant, the Father of George Durdant, who now brings this Writ, did at firſt ſell the 
| R Lands in queſtion to the Defendant Richardſon, only during the Life of the ſaid Robert Dur - 
dant ; but the ſaid R:bert Durdant afterwards being in great want of Moneys ;. and having 
then a Wife and ſeveral Children to maintain , did importune the Defendant William Richardſon 
to buy the Inheritance of the ſaid Lands. And Mr. Higdon who was a Truſtee for the ſaid Robert 
Durdant for theſe and other Lands, and the ſaid Durdant's near Kinſman, likewiſe informed the ſaid 
Richardſon , that the ſaid Robert Durdant had a good Title to the ſaid Lands, and a lawful Right to 
ſell the ſame, by vertue of the laſt Will and Teſtament of one Henry Wicks Eſq, deceaſed. And that 
the reaſon why the name of the ſaid Mr. Hrgdon was uſed in Truft in the ſaid Will was (and fo in- 
rended by the ſaid Mr. Wicks-) to the intent, that the ſaid Mr. Higdon might (as he ſaw cauſe or 
ſhould think fic) either enable the ſaid Durdant to ſell the Inheritance of the ſaid Lands, or obſtru 
his ſale thereof, and the ſaid Mr. Higden affirmed to the ſaid Richardſon, that there was a neceſlity 
the ſaid Robert Durdant ſhould ſell the ſaid Lands, to ſome Body for the maintenance of Him, his 
Wife and Children. And that the ſaid Durdant had ſeveral other Lands to keep and ſuffer to de- 
ſcend to his Son. "Thereupon the ſaid Richardſon adviſed with ſeveral Counſellors at Law upon the 
{aid Will, the words whereof are as followeth, viz. 

Item. I giveand bequeath to my Couſin John Higdon and his Heirs, during the Life only of Robert 
Durdant my Kinſman, Eldeſt Son of my Nephew Andrew Durdant, deceaſed. .4ll th:ſe my Meſſuages 
Lands, Tenements, and Hereditaments, in Staines and Stanwell in the County of Middleſex ; upon this 
truſt and confidence that be the ſaid John Higdon , and his Heirs, ſhall permit, and ſuffer him the ſaid Ros 
bert Durdant , from time to time, during the Term of his Life , to have, receive, and take the Rents and 
Profits thereof. And from an1 after the Deceaſe of the ſaid Robert Durdant : then I do give, and deviſe 
the ſaid laſt mentioned Lads in Staines an1 Stanwell , unto the Heirs Mal:s of the Budy of him the ſaid 
Robert Durdant now living, and ſuch 0: her Heirs Males, or Females, as he ſhall hereafter happen to have 
of his Body ; and for want of ſuch Heirs, thn to the uſe and behoof of my Couſin Gideon Durdant, and the 
Heirs of his Body ; and for want of ſuch Heirs, the [ame to be and remain to the right Heirs of n:e the ſaid 
Henry Wicks. 

And the ſaid Richardſon being adviled by his Counſel that the ſaid Kobert Durdant, together with 
the ſaid Mr. Hrgdon, and the ſaid Gideon Durdant, the remainder man, had a lawful power to ſell 
and convey the Inheritance of the ſaid Lands ; he the ſaid Richardſon purchaſed the ſame of the ſaid 
Robert Durdant and Gideon Durdant, and paid for the Eſtate, for Life and the Inheritance in all abave 
600 |. the Lands, b eing ſince Let for not above 344. per annum ; but never had any quiet Enjoy- 
ment thereof, ſince the death of the ſaid Ro'ert Durdant ; but ſhortly after his death, which happe- 
nednear 18 years, ſince the Friends and Kindred of the now complainant George Durdant , in his 
Minority brought a Suit in Chancery againſt the ſaid Ri:hardſon to fer aſide his Purchaſe ; where: 
upon after examination of Witneſles, and a full hearing, his Purchaſe was allowed good,and their Bill 
diſmiſſed upon the merits of the Cauſe; whereupon they acquieſced and never appeared , or brought 
any Bill of Review upon the ſaid diſmiſſion , whereby co bring the Merits of the Cauſe again in 
queſtion ; but ſince the laid Geogre Durdan+t coming to Age, hath brought this Sit and pur the ſaid 
Richardſ;n to great expences, and levied 3 o l. upon his Goods, and above 501. by mean Profits and 
cutting down of Timber, having obtained a Judgdment thereupon, by the Judgment of three of the 
Judges of his Majeſties Court of King Beach. Bur the ſaid Wilkam Richardſon thereupon brought a 
Writ of Error returnable in the Exchequer Chamber , before the Judges of the Common Pleas and 
Barons of the Exchequer ; and by the Judgment of ſeven Judges, then preſent , the ſaid William Rich- 
ardſon's Title was declared to be good & che former Judgment reverſed. And the ſaid Willtam Richard- 
ſon was to be reſtored to what he had loſt by the former Judgments and accordingly was reſtored to 
the poſſeſſion but never had reſtitution of theſaid 3o T. Coſts and 50 !. for mean Profits : this Reverſal 
was the 10th, day of F-bruary in the 32year year of his late Majeſties Reign, and the Writ of Error 
now in queſtion is T:ſte the 4th. day of November in the faid 32. year of his ſaid late Majeſties Reign, 
fince which time not only the Eej&ment Leaſe, in the Record mentioned is expired but before the Pig 
George Durdant the lefler therein named, isdead and the leſſee John James is reported to be dead, fo that 


the ſaid Richardſon can have no Reſtitution of the ſaid 30 |. for Coſts , and 50 l. for mean Profits ; 
nevertheleſs ſome other Perſons carry on the ſaid Writ of Error.
